SAFETY HINTS 


How often do you take the trouble te visit your boiler room? Ba 
honest ... mot as often as you should, right? And yet, it is one 
of the most important spots in your theatro .o.. Let's take a look. 


BOILER, ROOW 


Lo Boilers and boiler room equipment should 
be serviced ONLY by qualified boiler 
mechanieso 

20 Don't start a fire in a boiler with low 

water, or until sure all valves are set 
properly and other equipment is in proper 
working condition. 

3 While lighting o11 or gas-fired boilers, 
use only long tapers and stand to one side 
of the fire door. 

by 0 Open all dampers of gas fired boilers or 
heaters and allow time for ventilation 
before attempting to light burners. Be 
sure dampers are in good condition and 
securely fastened open. 

5o Keep slice bars and hooks off fleor and 
so stacked or hung that they will not fali. 

66 Trim coal bunkers so as to prevent cave-ins. 

To Keep fires trimmed to prevent the formation 
ef coalegas peckets or carbon monoxide. 
Keep a bright spot of fire. 

So Do not leave hot ashes on floor. Wet down 
ashes as you remove then from ash pit. 

9. Check ash hoist block and fall before 
moving ashes from basement to sidewalk level. 

10, Taking of salt with drinking water or food 
will tend to prevent heat sickness during 
hot weather, 

11. Never work on automatic stokers or ash 
conveyors While they are in motion. 

12. Use goggles when introducing caustics or 
alkalis into water-softening tanks, or 
when cleaning tubes of scale. 

13. Do not wear greasy or oily clothes, as 
they may catch fire. 

Us. If water in gauge glass is out of sight, 
and you have no positive knowledge of the 
water level, take the following steps; 


(a) Cut off supply of fuel and air. 

(>) Close ash=pit doors and stack dampers. 

(ce) Bank fire with wet ashes or a thick 
layer of green coal. 

{d) Do not turn on feed water, touch the 
safety valve, or close steam outlets. 

(a) Make a careful examination for possible 
damage. 

(Z) Do not introduce feed water until sure 
the boiler is yroperly cooisd.
